Campaign for Human Development drive opens

NATIONAL CITY — The Campaign 
for Human Development, the largest 
anti-poverty funding agency in the nation 
of its kind, has had a direct impact in the 
diocese. The campaign, a program 
sponsored by the U.S. Catholic bishops, 
last fall granted $40,000 to the Domestic 
Workers Service Center here. 


The center helps domestic workers 
understand their rights, Greg Akéili, 
treasurer of the three-and-a-half-year-old 
agency said. It directs its clients to 
government agencies ‘‘to get them the 
things they’re entitled to.”’ 


DOMESTIC WORKERS include 
household workers, homemakers who 


take care of the sick and disabled in their 
homes and housekeepers in institutions. 
In many cases these employees don’t 
know they even have rights, Akili noted. 


The center strives to ‘‘help them to 
change their lives’’ and encourages its 
clients to act upon their rights. ‘‘We are 
firmly committed to getting people to act. 
We have found doing things for people 
doesn’t help them to grow. and improve 
themselves,’’ Akili said. 


The Campaign for Human 
Development, through a collection taken 
up in parishes each year, tries to fund 
agencies that work to forge partnerships 
between poor and non-poor to help 
people help themselves.

Mass., Calif., nix non-public school $; 
new Congress a bit more pro-abortion?

The defeat by voters in Massachusetts 
and California of two non-public school 
aid amendments to their state 
constitutions has reopened the debate 
over whether the general public supports 
or opposes such aid. 


In both cases the school aid 
amendments were trounced at the polls. 
Only 37 percent of the voters in 
Massachusetts backed an amendment 
that, according to its supporters, would 
have brought the state into line with the 
rest of the nation by rewriting the state 
constitution’s highly restrictive private 
school aid clause. 


IN CALIFORNIA just 39 percent 
supported an amendment which would 
have allowed. the return of the state’s 
textbook loan program for private school 
students. The program had been struck

WASHINGTON (NC) — The results 
of the Nov. 2 elections meant different 
things to different people, particularly if 
the issue was abortion and the question 
was whether the trend set in 1978 and 
1980 has been reversed. 


To groups favoring abortion rights, 
this year’s elections stopped the 
momentum pro-life forces had built at the 
polls. Resounding victories by several 
candidates with pro-abortion voting 
records showed, according to these 
groups, that abortion is no longer an issue 
that can swing elections as it did in several 
instances in the last four years. 


TO PRO-LIFE groups, though, this 
year’s losses had little to do with the 
abortion issue. Since candidates opposing 
abortion tend to be Republican, the 
combination of a sour economy and 
traditional midterm election trends added 
up to victories for Democrats and a net 
loss in Congress for the pro-life 
movement. 

Both sides agree that the 98th Congress 
which convenes in January will be 
marginally more pro-abortion than the 
97th. 

In the 435-member House both sides 
estimate that the pro-life movement lost

Media reports 
had incorrectly said that 
Father Carrier’s body was 
nude at the time of 
discovery. 


FATHER CARRIER was 
in the habit of giving rides to 
hitchhikers, letting itinerants 
stay in his parish rectory, 
and on several occasions had

close friends said. He had been abducted by his 
passengers more than once, and had even been threatened 
at knifepoint.

BELFAST, N. Ireland — Last month’s arrest in Los 
Angeles of playboy-auto manufacturer John Z. De 
Lorean by federal narcotics agents had repercussions in 
this city’s Catholic West End, 6,000 miles away. 


De Lorean was caught in a multi-million dollar cocaine 
deal which he hoped, said U.S. authorities, would keep 
his failing motor company afloat. -The British 
government, which had poured $156 million in grants, 
loans and other financing into Belfast’s De Lorean 
Motors, Ltd., had pulled the plug Oct. 19, under 
pressure from De Lorean’s many creditors. 


THAT WAS the day before voters in Northern Ireland 
went to the polls for the first time since Great Britain 
assumed direct rule over the province 10 years ago; the 
action came in the face of an escalating campaign for civil 
rights by the Catholic minority, and a stiffening of 
resistance by the Protestant majority. 


The failure of De Lorean left 2,600 Belfast workers, 
slightly more than half of them Catholics, without jobs in 
a chronically depressed economy that finds more than 20 
percent of its people unemployed. In some Catholic areas, 
that figure approaches the 50 percent mark. 


It is a measure of Great Britain’s concern for the 
troubled province that it so recklessly poured so much 
money into De Lorean. On the other hand, the Industrial 
Development Board for Northern Ireland continues to 
offer incentives to overseas business;-much of it

WALESA HOME — Lech Walesa, 
the leader of Poland’s outlawed Solidarity 
labor union, arrived home Nov. 14 to 
cheering throngs, after having been in 
prison for just less than a year. The 
Communist government said that Walesa 
was being released because he had written 
a letter to the head of state, Gen. Wojiech 
Jaruzelski, in which he said that each side 
had had enough time to assess each 
other’s strength and that both sides 
should seek national reconciliation. 


‘NON-PARTISAN’ — The USS. 
bishops are taking a ‘‘non-partisan’’ 
position when they criticize current 
economic policy, the chairman of the 
Bishops’ Social Development and World 
Peace Committee said. Bishop Mark J. 
Hurley of Santa Rosa told his fellow 
bishops on the first day of their Nov. 
15-18 annual meeting in Washington that 
the committee’s proposed resolution on 
the economic crisis was aimed at all levels 
of government as well as the private 
sector. ‘‘We believe that justice demands 
that the government maintain its proper 
role in guaranteeing that basic human 
needs are met in our society,’’ he said. 


CHARGES DENIED — Two 
missionary priests in the Philippines 
denied accusations by the military that 
they were involved in the murder of 
Mayor Pablo Zola of Kabankalan. The 
priests, Columban Fathers Brian Gore 
and Neil O’Brien, said the charges are an 
effort by the military to silence their 
complaints that the military is harassing 
farmers in the central Philippine 
mountain villages where the missionaries 
work. 


NUNS CONVICTED — Two nuns 
were convicted Nov. 10 of forging entry 
passes and trespassing at a Denver 
nuclear weapons plant. Sister of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary Patricia Mahoney, 
46, and Franciscan Sister Ann Marie 


Nord, 37, were convicted on 


misdemeanor trespassing and felony 


forgery counts in federal district court. 
They face possible sentences of five years 
in prison and $3,000 fines for the Sept. 7 
incident. They allegedly entered the 
Rocky Flats Nuclear Weapons Plant with 
forged badges and put up a black flag 
saying ‘‘death factory.”’ 


PAPAL VISIT — Pope John Paul II 
will visit Canada in 1984, the Canadian 
Conference of Catholic Bishops 
announced Nov. 11. No details of the trip 
have been set, though it is expected to 
occur in the autumn of that year. This 
was the first response to the bishops of 
Canada who extended the invitation to 
the pope in 1979. About 10 million of 
Canada’s 25 million people are Catholics. 
There are no indications that the pontiff 
will visit the United States in connection 
with his Canadian trip. 


ASIAN CHURCH — Vocations 
flourish in Islam-dominated Asia despite 
the political pressure put on the Catholic 
dioceses there, Bishop Howard J. 
Hubbard of Albany said after attending 
the plenary assembly of the Federation of 
Asian Bishops’ Conferences in Sampran, 
Thailand. The meeting, held once every 
four years, assembled 60 bishops from the 
Far East along with representatives of 
Religious orders. Bishop Hubbard and 
Bishop John Cummins of Oakland, 
represented the U.S. bishops as guests of 
the assembly. 


‘DESTABILIZED’? U.S. foreign 
policy toward Nicaragua involves 
“‘blatant efforts’? to destabilize the 
government, according to an open letter 
from 34 Catholic missionaries living in 
that Central American country. The 
letter, which arrived at the beginning of 
November at the ‘Washington 
headquarters of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, says these efforts include 
covert CIA actions, military aid to 
neighboring Hondurans, support for 
guerrillas opposed to the revolutionary 
Sandinista coalition which runs_ the 
country and the blocking of international 
loans.

The bishops’ campaign is funded by an 
annual collection during the 
Thanksgiving season. Nov. 21 is the date 
in most dioceses for this year’s collection. 
Seventy-five percent of the funds collected 
are sent to the national office for 
allocation while the remainder is retained 
for support of local, diocesan self-help 
initiatives. 

LAST YEAR the Diocese of San Diego 
raised nearly $60,000. Most of the 
projects that receive grants are local 
organizations seeking to improve 
conditions in their own communities. 
Grants are made to varied racial and 
ethnic groups in urban and rural areas. 


Education is a large part of the 
campaign’s effort. CHD __ provides 


poverty-related and ‘“‘justice’’ education 
materials for use by schools, parishes and 
other institutions; coordinates education 
programs with 170 diocesan CHD 
directors; consults with poor people’s 
groups; and provides training and 
workshops on national and diocesan 
levels. 


“WORKING FOR justice is an 
essential part of preaching the Gospel,’’ 
Father Mottet said. “If we are not 
working for justice and denouncing the 
injustices of our day, we are not living 
and proclaiming the full Gospel; 
something essential, then, is missing from 
our lives as Christians and from our 
Church.”’

CALEXICO — Something about a 


below-sea level desert environment tends 
to sap energy from those who live in it, 
but that reputed aridity is not in evidence 
at Our Lady of Guadalupe Church here. 


‘If you don’t have a lot of imagination, 
you turn into a cactus,’’ Msgr. Mark 
Medaer, pastor of the church, warned 
half-seriously. 


THERE IS no shortage of imagination 
at his parish. ‘“There are so many groups

Msgr. Medaer said. Prayer groups for all 
ages, Bible studies, CCD classes that 
involve adults and childrén, a charismatic 
movement and social assistance groups 
are just some of the programs that help 
involve churchgoers in the parish. 


Small prayer and Bible study groups 
meet in homes. Children ages six-12 
willingly take part in the prayer groups in 
addition to the religious instruction they 
receive at the Catholic elementary school 
or CCD. 


The CCD classes are crowded with

Judge bars burial of fetuses 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — The Catholic 
League for Religious and Civil Rights has 
objected that a California judge’s 
extension of a court order for storage of 
16,390 dead fetuses thwarted plans for 
burial of the fetuses Nov. 6. 


The League said that Superior Court 
Judge Leon Thompson on Nov. 3 
extended his Oct. 18 order calling for 
storage — not burial — of the fetuses and 
by doing so ‘‘disrupted the orderly 


arrangement of interdenominational - 


religious services’’ scheduled for Nov. 6 


THE ORDER also violated citizens’ 
rights to religious activity, a Catholic 
League official claimed. 


Judge Thompson, in his Oct. 18 
ruling, deferred to a full court trial the 


issue of whether the fetuses should have a 
religious burial. 


The fetuses were found last February 
stored in containers at the home of a 
laboratory operator. The district attorney 
held 193 of the larger fetuses as evidence 
in possible prosecution of abortion 
services providers. 


THE FEMINIST Women’s Health 
Center brought a civil suit: to prohibit 
religious burial of the fetuses. The 
Catholic League was given power Oct. 14 
to intervene on behalf of religiously 
minded citizens seeking a burial for the 
remains. 


A Catholic league spokesman, Orlan 
Love, said Nov. 9 that no trial date has 
been set for resolving the question of the 
fetuses’ burial.

Underlying all the religious efforts of 
the parish is the ever-worsening economic 
condition of the Imperial Valley.. The 
effects of the September devaluation of 
the peso were felt on both sides of the 
border. 


“I THINK IT’S the topic of 


conversation for everybody...f don’t 
know where it’s going to stop. It hits 
home, hits the Church, hits everyone,”’ 
former parishioner Anna Terrazas said of 
the economic woes. 


In the parish itself, the devaluation has 
meant ‘‘a few thousand less a month”’ in 
the collection, Msgr. Medaer said. Pesos 
are found in the collection baskets and in 
the bingo receipts. ‘“We’re all stuck with 
pesos,’’ the pastor said. 


If the economy continues its rapid 
downward spiral in the Valley, more and 
more businesses will go bankrupt and 
residents, especially the young, will have 
to move to look for work, Msgr. Medaer 
predicted. 


MRS. TERRAZAS, whose children 
were all baptized and married in Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, thinks God is putting 
the people of the Imperial Valley through 
a test. 

Living in a valley, facing tough times 
and having the common bond of ‘‘serving 
the one Lord”’ has had a unifying effect 
on the area churches, Mrs. Terrazas said.

‘Biggest’ rosary to go to pepe 


LEMON GROVE — A paralyzed 


. woman who plans to make a rosary for 


every Catholic church in San Diego has 
just finished her largest one ever, which 
she will send to Pope John Paul II. 


The rosary is the product of 260 hours 
of effort by Linda Laue, a parishioner at 
St. John of the Crcss Church. It’s the 21st 
rosary she’s made. 


TWENTY-FIVE feet in 
circumference, the rosary is made of 
hand-molded porcelain clay and mylar 
string. Mrs. Laue, whose left side is 
paralyzed, knotted the durable plastic 
string with her right hand and her teeth. 
The beads are the size of billiard balls, 
and the gold-leafed porcelain cross is 22 
inches high. 


“‘This is the largest by far that I will 
ever make,”’ she said. ‘‘I’ve wanted to do 
one for the Pope for two years.”’ 


Mrs. Laue was a professional singer 
and dancer until she was felled by a stroke 
at age 26. After 12 hours of brain surgery 
followed by four weeks in a coma, Laue 
woke to doctors? predictions she would 
never walk or talk again. 


THE CRIPPLED woman was over 
five months pregnant at the time. Five 
months later, the child, her fourth, was 
delivered by Caesarean section. 


- Mrs. Laue had to relearn walking and 
talking. A southpaw, she was forced to do 
things right-handed. Now, 10 years after 
the disabling stroke ‘‘I’m walking and

‘Mid-Life Crisis’ and religious education 


Several of my acquaintances — along with myself — are 
going through what is popularly today called ‘‘Mid-Life 
Crisis.’ 

I recently read a book on the subject: The Second 
Journey: Spiritual Awareness and the Mid-Life Crisis. 
According to the author, Father Gerald O’Collins, the 
mid-life journey or crisis usually occurs somewhere 
between the ages of 35 and 45. The crisis can be 
precipitated by a number of events: the death of a loved 
one, divorce, severe illness or disability, job loss, one’s 
children being grown and gone, the painful disintegration 
of a friendship. 

Commenting on this crisis, Father O’Collins says: 
‘*However it happens, such people feel confused and even 
lost. They can no longer keep life in working order. They 
are dragged away from chosen and cherished patterns to 
face a strange crisis. This is the second journey.”’ 

Whatever precipitates the crisis, it often results in a great 
change in the life of the person. Often — perhaps usually 
— one’s sense of mortality is heightened. One becomes 
painfully aware of one’s limitations of time, talent, health 
possibilities. One discovers increasingly that the choices 
already made foreclose permanently other options. 


The effects of this experience are often disorientation, 


depression, lassitude. 


At the same time, the period can be exhilarating, as one 
is freed from fears and sense of inadequacy of youth. 


Father O’Collins mentions some of the characteristics of 
this second journey. These include the fact that 

e the circumstances happen to the person (not something 
he or she chooses); 

* the journey involves a crisis of feeling: 

e there is often an outer journey as well as an inner 
journey; 

© one’s goals and values are re-examined; 

e there is often deep and painful loneliness; 

© ideally, second journeys end with a new wisdom and 
peace — the result of self-discovery. 

If one successfully emerges from Mid-Life Crisis or the 
second journey, supposedly later life can be very peaceful 
and fulfilling. 

But I wonder how many people don’t make the 
transition successfully. 


As Father O’Collins says, ‘“We must let go if we are to 
be broken up, remade and restructured. Our world 
suddenly comes apart at the seams. We cannot mend it. 
Let it come apart — even at the cost of much pain.”’ 

Father O’Collins advises people in mid-life journey to 

® accept the situation for its spiritual and human 
possibilities; 

© beware of counterfeit destinations; 

@ remember the journey’s end may bring you to a new 
place in society or result in a new way of facing some 
commitment; 

ee prays. 

I wonder if the Church is paying enough attention to 
Mid-Life Crisis. Is adult religious education attuned to the 
stages of adult life and, therefore, to the teachable moments 
in peoples’ lives? The right kind of care at moments of life 
crises could ensure that the person responds in a spiritually 
and emotionally healthy way. 

Religious education that is oriented toward adult life 
crises could help people find God when and where they 
need Him most.

Pope John Paul II is scheduled to visit his native Poland next 
June 18, according to a Vatican spokesman and the Polish 
government news agency, PAP. 


“This is a date which has been previously agreed upon 
(between the Polish bishops) and the Holy See,’’ said Father 
Romeo Panciroli, Vatican press spokesman, Nov. 8 in Spain 
where he was accompanying Pope John Paul. 


The pope expressed pleasure at the prospect of returning to his 
homeland. In Valencia, Spain, Nov. 8 a young Polish woman 
pushed through the crowd to tell him she was delighted at the 
news. 

‘I too am glad, my daughter, I am glad,”’ he said in Polish. 


In the Polish capital of Warsaw PAP reported that the 
scheduled visit was fixed at a meeting between Gen. Wojceich 
Jaruzelski, Poland’s martial law leader, and Archbishop Jozef 
Glemp of Warsaw and Gniezno, primate of Poland. 


The visit would be the second one to Poland by the pope since 
he assumed the papacy in October 1978. Pope John Paul 
originally planned to visit Poland for the second time last August 
for celebrations commemorating the 600th anniversary of the 
arrival in Poland of the icon of Our Lady of Czestochowa, the 
Polish patroness. But the Polish government asked that the visit 
be postponed because it feared the pope’s presence could become 
the focal point of demonstrations protesting martial law. 


The first papal trip to Poland took place June 2to, 10,1979. 


In Warsaw the announcement of the new date was greeted 
with hope and skepticism. 


“It’s wonderful. His authority is so great,’’ said a 60-year-old 
woman. ‘‘Solidarity got its start when the pope was elected. We 
downtrodden Poles finally lifted our heads. We found our 
pride.”’ 

Archbishop Glemp said, ‘‘The Church recognizes that a 
nation which has been humiliated has the right to protest, the 
right to be itself. Nevertheless, no one can pretend that the 
church distances herself from the path of peace. The nation can 
obtain more on this road than through desperate acts.”’

God is here 


_ Quoting the opening words of a Spanish hymn, Pope John 
Paul II began his homily at a Eucharistic service on the vigil of 
All Saints Day with the announcement: ‘‘God is here.’’ The 
Holy Father had accepted an invitation extended by members of 
the Spanish Nocturnal Adoration to celebrate the liturgy 
beginning a Eucharistic vigil at Our Lady of Guadalupe Parish 
in suburban Madrid. Doing so he explained that the Eucharist is 
the ‘‘source and summit of Christian life and of all the Church’s 
action.”’ 


Citing passages from the documents of the Second Vatican 
Council and from his own letter on the Eucharist (Dominicae 
Cenae), John Paul II exhorted Spanish Catholics to deep 
Eucharistic piety. ‘‘In this consecrated host,’’ he said, ‘‘are 
summed up Christ’s words, his life offered to the Father for us, 
and the glory of his risen body.’’ Those who devote hours of 
prayer before the sacred host ‘‘...become aware of how this 
presence of Emmanuel, God with us, is at once a mystery of 
faith, a pledge of hope, and the fount of love with God and 


‘among mankind.”’ 


Because Pope John Paul II has traveled so much (16 trips 
abroad in four years) and because he speaks on so many diverse 


occasions (50 addresses during his 10-day tour of Spain), it has 


become difficult to keep up with him. News media can provide 


_ only partial coverage of such extensive papal pilgrimages. 


Reports tend to highlight controversial topics and point to the 
Pope’s ‘‘conservative position’’ on marriage and family issues. 
Little if any attention is given to less sensational topics such as 
Eucharistic devotion. Yet the Holy Father’s message in this area 
is very clear: ‘“The Church and the world have great need of 


‘Eucharistic worship. Jesus waits for us in this sacrament of 


love.’’ (See Domnicae Cenae, No. 3.)

Last week a man died. He did not die peacefully, 
although he was a man of peace.

Perhaps the time has come to introduce into 
ecclesiastical language a venerable phrase much honored 
by tradition and proven in a pragmatic sense by the fact 
that it has worked. It does not come from the Church 
fathers.

It comes from a most unexpected 
and nonecclesiastical source, from show business. The 
phrase should be engraved in every chancery.

The phrase: ‘‘What do you do for 
an encore?”’ 


It was a principle learned early in show business. There 
the act always held something back, so that in case there 
was an arousing ovation at the end, the crowd would be 
pleased by something else; the act could return. But if the 


performers showed all they had right from the beginning, 


then when the people whistled, stamped and wanted 
more, the performers were faced with the question: what 
do you do for an encore? 


IT’S SOMETHING to think about these days in all 


Moral Perspectives

Morality involves making: choices; and Christian 
morality affirms that the choices we opt for do make a 
difference. There are certain perspectives which might 
provide a helpful framework to urge us toward decisions 
which move us in a good direction. 


Many persons today are torn by multiple divisions; 
e.g., in themselves, in their families, in different moral 
codes and values. These divisions in turn often cause 
larger crevices, dividing families, parents and children, 
parishes, religious communities. 


’ WHERE HONEST and true listening ceases, so does 
an atmosphere which supports viable moral choices. 
John’s Gospel makes clear (e.g., 20:19-23) that the 
resurrected Lord ‘‘showed them his hands and his side.’ 


To move toward good moral decisions in the Lord and 
with the Spirit, we must listen and work together. Jesus is 
experienced in community. 


This is the real reason why St. Thomas Aquinas taught 
that conscience is not a voice nor a feeling, but a process 
of thinking — with a community of persons. 


THE CHURCH often emphasizes the importance of 
remaining faithful to promises made: e.g., in marriage, in 


forward to celebrating his silver jubilee of priesthood. 


WE WHO LOVED him — and he was greatly loved 
— had hoped that when it came, death would be gentle 
and kind, taking him by the hand, like a friend. But 
Father Ben was not a cautious man. He took the 
scriptures very seriously: He took his calling very 
seriously and so he lived dangerously, risking himself — 
not wisely, not sensibly, but in the only way he could. 
And in his imprudence, his foolishness, he shamed us in 
our comfortable self-protection. 


So now we are left to mourn his passing and experience 
again the universal wounding that is inflicted whenever 
evil works its destruction on the innocent and the good. 
But if we are to mourn him, let it be in a fitting way. Let 
us mourn him in sadness, not anger, for all that is not 
good in our world, and in love for what is. 


Father Ben was not blind to the risk inherent in the way 
he lived, but he accepted it because he could see no other 
way to follow the Gospel warning, ‘“‘Whatsoever you do to 
the least of these you do to me,’’ and in his relentless 
search for God, he took all who came his way into himself 

. and-gave what he had without reserve. 


IN HIS PHYSICAL frailty and stubborn 
commitment, he was completely vulnerable and well 
aware of it. But the image of the crucified Christ in all His 
utterly defenseless love and self-giving was always before 
his eyes and bound him in ways we cautious ones could 
not.fully understand. 


How’s that again? 


walks of life when people seem determined to use all at 
once, give everything, not just 100 percent, but 190 
percent, and fall back exhausted. But as many have found 
out very quickly, there’s always a new day, another 
season and time, another challenge, and the question 
arises: what do you do for an encore? 


Consider confirmation. What other sacrament in the 
Catholic Church today has. its candidates so. well 
prepared, as are the candidates for confirmation? We do 
not even give that much training to people about to enter 
into marriage! No wonder the young people don’t come 
back for more. What more can we give them? They have 
been enrolled and exhausted in many Christian service 
programs. They have been super motivated. But the 
sacrament arrives, and aferwards a new day dawns: what 
do you do for an encore? 


Some first communion ceremonies are still too much 
like miniature weddings. The children get so worked up 
that some get sick. Little wonder! Take some of our 
grander liturgies. The choir has performed everything in 
the repertoire, there have been parades of: priests and 
others in grand and glorious vestments. The Liturgy is

priesthood, in religious life, to one’s personal values. Too 
often do we fail to listen here and lose basic. common 
sense. é 


We must foster spaces and atmospheres which assist 
and support our commitments and promises. .When did 
you get married? When did you become a priest? When 
did you commit yourself to the Lord, for example, in 
religious profession, in Christian living, in a promise to 
mature? 


Without romantic piety, you or I should be able to 
answer these sorts of questions by saying: today. It’s the 
promise that makes the difference in moral choices. 


WE NEED to be consistent. Mark Twain writes of his 
wife. She was terribly bothered and angered about his free 


use of vulgarity. Unknown to him she began to make a list 


of all the profanities.he would sputter. 


One day, unable to take his ribald remarks any longer, 
she stood in front of him and read the list, hoping that the 
shock would throw him into conversion. Waiting for her 
to complete the colorful litany, he simply said, ‘‘Dear, 
you have all the words but you ain’t got the melody!” 


So if we are to mourn him, let it be in a fitting way. Let 
it be in a way that will draw us to greater vulnerability 
and less self-protectiveness. Let it be with greater 
generosity and acceptance. Let it be with understanding 
— or at least an effort towards it — of the tormented 
creatures whose injured morality gives no value to human 
life and no respect to goodness. 


If we are to mourn Father Ben, the priest they called 
“‘God’s Grasshopper’’ because he was forever flitting 
hither and yon in answer to a cry for help, let us do it ina 
way he would value, by taking upon ourselves something 
of the burden he carried — that of bringing the presence 
of Christ to those who do not know Him, and risking their 
rejection and abuse. 


IT IS A HEAVY burden and few of,us could heft it 
with the same dogged self-immolation that he did, but we 
can all give a little more of ourselves, drop a few more 
defenses, mortgage a little more comfort and safety to 
carry Christ’s mission into the danger zones of unbelief. 
If we are not brave enough to take up the challenge of 
martyrdom — of standing up for Christ in all the 
marketplaces of our lives perhaps we can draw strength 
from this little man, so weak in body and so invincible in 
faith and achieve with him what we cannot do alone. 


It would be a fitting way to mourn a man of God and 
something of value to offer in exchange for a life so freely 
and unstintingly given. 


finished, the last blessing is given, the people are sent on 
their way: what do you do for an encore? 


NONE OF THESE observations are intended to 
discourage creativity, great initiative, or new approaches. 
Nor are they to put down attempts to always do better. 
But they are offered as a suggestion for caution when 
occasionally enthusiasm wants to sweep away practicality. 
People come, for a while they are kept occupied 
(sometimes even ‘‘entertained’’), and then, when there is 
nothing new happening, they move on. Occasionally, the 
feeling may arise that what has been presented is not of 
the essence of faith. If it is, sometimes the varied 
enthusiastic expressions of it can be seen as an attempt to 
please too many or to respond to certain non-legitimate 
pressures. We should always be asking ourselves: after 
this is over, what do you do for an encore? 


Every first Mass, every religious profession, silver or 
golden jubilees, yes, every Church event, should always 
keep the phrase as something to meditate upon. 
Tomorrow can bring a demand for something new and 
different — the latest, more. What can you do for an 
encore? 


Healthy and viable moral decisions are made only 
when: there is harmony between our ‘‘words’’ and 
“‘melody’’. How easy it is to say the words: e.g., ‘‘I love 
you”’; but behind those words there is no melody, no true 
meaning, no honest commitment. 


WE MUST all constantly work at this in order to bring 
a better harmony and atmosphere to our life. 


For a choice to be moral, it must be made in a context 
of consistency between our ‘“‘words’’ (e.g., our actions) 
and our promises. The examples here are many: one 
cannot be chaste lest one has a deep reverence for human 
sexuality; one cannot be truly strong unless one honestly 
knows and accepts one’s weaknesses. : 


We all need to focus on the choices we make in order to 
better realize that they do make a difference. Good moral 
choices, ones that move us down a happy and spiritually 
prosperous road, must involve the avoidance of 
isolationism, faithfulness to commitments, and a promise 
of consistency. 


TO HELP ourselves move beyond Alice’s ‘reply of ‘‘I 
don’t know,’’ we need to make human choices that are 
truly moral. Where do you want to go? 
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TWO MORE — Carol Kuhn vests her 
husband after his ordination to the 
priesthood in Hendersonville, N.C.

Airport chaplains: Serving the ‘stranger’

SAN DIEGO — Recurring debates 
about the possible relocation _of 
Lindbergh Field as the city’s airport 
Usually involve questions of noise and 
traffic patterns, the enormous cost of 
acquiring land and building the new 
airport, or possibly even converting 
Miramar Naval Air Station to civilian 
use, something the military has indicated 
it is completely opposed to.

Evans-Novak: Reagan asked 
pope to pressure U.S. bishops 


WASHINGTON (NC) — A USS. 
envoy’s mid-October meeting with Pope 
John Paul II has led to conflicting reports 
on whether the Reagan administration 
was seeking to enlist the pope in its effort 
to blunt the U.S. bishops’ criticism of its 
nuclear deterrence policy. 


Columnists Rowland Evans and 
Robert Novak said the ‘‘paramount”’ 
purpose of the meeting between the pope 
and U.S. Ambassador-at-Large Vernon 
Walters was to convince the pope to 
intervene with the bishops. A committee 
of bishops has issued a proposed pastoral 
letter on war and peace which criticizes 
‘several aspects of current U.S. defense 


policy. 


THE NEW YORK TIMES _ said 
unnamed administration officials told it 
that while the bishops’ letter was 
discussed the pope was not asked to 
intercede. 


The newspaper said Walters discussed 
a range of issues with the pope, such as 
the situation in Poland and Central 
America as well as U.S. concerns about 
the threat posed by the Soviet Union. 


A spokesman for Walters would only 
confirm that the pope-Walters meeting 


took place at the Vatican Oct. 18. He 


denied an Evans and Novak assertion that 
the meeting was ‘‘secret,”’ noting that 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican 
newspaper, included it in the pope’s 
schedule for that day. 

AS IS customary with such papal 
meetings, the Vatican released no details 
on the subjects covered in the private 
audience. 


Administration officials already have 


_ publicly criticized the first draft of the. 


pastoral. Both Secretary of Defense 
Caspar W. Weinberger and President 
Reagan’s national security adviser, 
William P. Clark, said the initial draft’s 
condemnation of first use of nuclear 
weapons would leave the NATO alliance 
unprotected against Soviet aggression. 


A second draft of the pastoral letter was 
released Oct. 26. The Times said the 
administration was drafting a response 
which would be made public soon. 


IN THEIR column Evans and Novak 
said discussion of the pastoral letter with 
the pope ‘‘indeed was the real purpose’’ 
of the Walters visit. They characterized 
the bishops’ letter as ‘‘nuclear heresy”’ 
and said administration officials were 
optimistic that the pope could be 
convinced to intervene. 


The columnists also asserted that critics 
of the bishops were heartened when the 
chairman of the drafting committee, 
Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin’ of 
Chicago, was ‘‘unexpectedly summoned 
to the Vatican’’ after the pope-Walters 
meeting. 

Archbishop Bernardin, though, 
already was in Rome the week of Oct. 25 
for a previously scheduled meeting of the 
preparatory commission for the 1983 
world Synod of Bishops. There was no 
record that Archbishop Bernardin had a 
private audience with Pope John Paul 
while the Chicago archbishop was in 
Rome. =

attendance at the local deanery meetings.

OUR LADY of Guadalupe has to look 
at the human side -of the cold 
unemployment figures. The parish’s 
reaction has been good, Mr. Bracamonte, 
an unemployed parishioner, said. 


Far from feeling the cold.shoulder in 
church, he said ‘‘people try to make you 
feel more welcome so- you won’t do 
something desperate or foolish.’’ He cited 
the warmth-and friendliness at Our Lady 
of Guadalupe as the strength of the 
parish. His wifé pushes him to use some 
of his free time in church work. Recently 
she persuaded him to drive a van full of 
young children to a workshop in San 
Diego. : 

The parish is celebrating its 75th 
anniversary this year with a wide variety 
of events. that will continue through 
December.

‘‘People don’t realize the importance of 
an airport to the city, or the number of 
people there who are lonely, depressed or 
facing problems in their lives,’’ he said. 
‘We must consider the responsibility we 
have to strangers.”’ 


Msgr. Galindo has just returned from 
the Netherlands, where he attended the 
16th annual conference of Civil Aviation 
Chaplains International, hosted this year 
at Amsterdam’s Schiptol Airport. This 
notion of ‘‘strangers at the gate,’’ he said, 
was the theme of the week-long 
conference, attended by priests and 
ministers assigned as chaplains at the 
world’s major airports. 


“HOLLAND HAS a tremendous 
problem with refugees,’ said Msgr. 
Galindo. ‘‘About four or five percent of 
the entrants come from the former Dutch 
colonies in Indonesia, or from Surinam or 
the Carribbean. Many workers are drawn 
from Turkey, Italy, Greece, Portugal and 


, North Africa, and the Dutch are not too 


willing to accept these people because of 
their own unemployment and limited 
housing.”’ 


As a consequence, he said, some of 
these same people, who often purchased 
their plane tickets ‘‘at great sacrifice,” 
are many times denied entrance to the 
country right at the airport and sent back 
at once, creating pastoral situations that 
some chaplains might have only a matter 
of minutes to deal with. 


‘“‘This seems to be a problem the world 
over,’’ observed Msgr. Galindo. “‘It is a 
problem of justice. Is it right to attract 
cheap labor and send them back when the 
work is no longer there? There is a great 
parallel with the situation along our own 
border here.”’ 


THE MINISTRY of the airport 
chaplain is, in part, one to make people 
understand ‘‘that every person, though a 
stranger, is loved by God and is destined 


_ to His kingdom,”’ he said.

American, to relocate in Ulster. Foreign capital is what is 
desperately needed here to stimulate the economy and 
help turn around the massive economic and social 
problems, which only adds to the instability and sectarian 
strife. 


THE SEARCH for economic viability will also help 
stabilize the fractured political divisions in the province, 
hopes James Prior, Great Britain’s secretary of state for 
Northern Ireland. But in its efforts to put both Catholics 
and Protestants back to work in a country where the 
majority says it is English and the minority says it is Irish, 
Northern Ireland must also compete with the industrial 
incentives offered by the Republic of Ireland to the south. 


Compounding Northern Ireland’s domestic woes is its 
largely undeserved negative image abroad; the province 
has a large supply of skilled labor and one of the best 
labor-management relations records anywhere, say 
officials here. But the real problems in Ulster, beyond the 
political tug-of-war between Loyalist and Nationalist, are 
depressing economic realities that have traditionally hit 
Catholics the hardest. 


Mr. Prior speaks of the ‘‘peripheral position’’ of the 
province economically and geographically with respect to 
the rest of Europe and the United Kingdom; a period of 
‘‘de-industrialization’’ compounded by the current 
worldwide recession and inflation; Ulster’s large number 
of young people, often hit hardest by a lack of jobs; and an 
overall unemployment rate considerably higher than the 
rest of Great Britain. 


TRADITIONALLY THE victims of many forms of 
discrimination in Northern Ireland, Catholics have made 
definite gains during the past 10 years of direct rule from 
London, especially in education and the civil service, says 
Oliver Napier, a Catholic and leader of the Alliance 
Party, which draws equal Catholic and Protestant 
support, a surprising amount of which is from working- 
class neighborhoods. 


‘‘Twenty or thirty years ago the Protestants held all the 
skilled jobs and the Catholics were the unskilled laborers 
and the small farmers,’’ he said. ‘‘But as each year goes 
by, that is less and less the case. Now thousands of skilled 
Protestants are unemployed and Catholics have the 
advantage of education.”’ 


But recession and industrial loss have cancelled some of 
those gains, said Napier, and socio-economic divisions 
are a bit more blurred: ‘‘Now Catholics are no longer the 
only poor families.’’ 


THIS IS NOT to say that discrimination against 
Catholics has been eradicated. Bob Cooper of the Equal 
Opportunities Commission for Northern Ireland, which 
investigates complaints of job discrimination and analyzes 
patterns of employment, says Catholics are still the 
victims of job discrimination, but it is “‘less formal’’ than 
before. 


‘“‘Patterns’’ is the key word, noted Mr. Cooper, the 
‘hangover’ of the past, accounting for the segregation in 
housing and schooling and the ‘‘word of mouth” 
announcement of job openings that has traditionally left 
the minority.in a disadvantaged position. 

‘“‘Many private employers have a reputation as 
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the 50 percent mark. The Nationalist sympathies of 
many of its residents are clearly evident on its buildings. 
‘Protestant’ employers, and many Catholics, given the 
present level of violence, would be reluctant to cross 
sectarian boundaries,’’ said Mr. Cooper. 

‘*THERE IS NOT a great deal of direct, purposeful 
discrimination at this time in the private sector, though

some Catholics might disagree,’’ said Mr. Cooper. 
‘Religion does not appear on employment applications, 
but in 90 percent of the cases, name, address, school, 
sports and references identify a person’s religion.”’ 


Yet segregated patterns of employment remain ‘‘very 
substantial’’ in heavily Protestant Belfast, ‘‘significant’’ 
in heavily Catholic Londonderry, and ‘“‘less so”’ in other 
areas of the country, he said. 


“One of the big problem$'we have in the private sector | 


is the economy. We can make recommendations to a 
‘Protestant’ company about its work force, but if they’re 
not hiring there isn’t much they can do. And when 


‘ they’re in fact laying off people....”’ 


THE FAILURE of De Lorean goes beyond just the 
loss of several thousand jobs, said Mr. Cooper. ‘“Twenty- 
five-hundred people who were working together for a 
common purpose are now back in the Catholic ghettoes or 
the Protestant ghettoes, never meeting.”’ 


‘When people have to work together, it is difficult for 
them to go home with the same attitudes than if they had 
never met the other person,’’ said Mr. Cooper, who 
laments the fact that the ‘‘teenagers today have far less 
contact with the other side than 20 years ago, although 
there are more structured institutions, such as the Youth 
Clubs.”’ 


The government Youth Service in Northern Ireland 
provides a number of programs for an estimated 150,000 
youngsters between the ages of 10 and 20, or about half 
the total population in that age category. 


IN ADDITION, the Department of Economic 


Development sponsors a number of re-training 


‘*schemes’’ for displaced adults and programs for the 
young, which guarantees them a year of training and a 
weekly allowance once they graduate from secondary 
school. But a decline in ship-building, engineering and 
textile manufacturing, the traditional economic base of 
Northern Ireland, has created a large pool of ‘‘high 
technology’’ and skilled labor with little immediate 
prospect of employment. 


While per capita income in Ulster is only about 80 
percent of that in the rest of the United Kingdom, it runs 
slightly ahead of that in the Republic, said one 
government economist. Northern Ireland’s 
unemployment rate of around 22 percent is about seven 
points higher than in the Republic, but the inflation rate 
is less than half that of Eire, he noted. 


“‘The debt per head in the Republic is even higher than. 
in Poland, with the government in Dublin borrowing 
heavily to finance a high level of social spending.’’ 
Northern Ireland, he added, is a ‘‘substantial liability to 
the Exchequer,”’ with the British government pumping in 
about one billion pounds annually, much of it for social 
services. 


THE POLITICAL situation continues to keep 
Northern Ireland at a disadvantage compared to the 
Republic when it comes to attracting outside investment, 
he said, although Ulster’s incentives ‘‘are pretty much on 
a par’’ with those offered by the government in Dublin. 


Politics, he noted, is ‘‘kept off the shop floor, and we 
have much better labor relations than the rest of Britain or 
the south. But while we’re willing to work together in 
harmony, we aren’t willing to live together in harmony.”’ 


One approach to developing home-grown jobs in 
Northern Ireland has been taken by the Local Enterprise 
Development Unit, which in little more than a decade has 
enabled 1,000 local small businesses employing 14,000 
persons to begin operation. This has been through grants 
totalling more than 26 million pounds and loans in excess 
of five million pounds. 


GEORGE BRIGGS, a senior area official with 
LEDU, called the number of jobs ‘‘promoted”’ a “‘small 
but significant’? dent in Northern Ireland’s 128,000 
unemployed workers. ‘‘What is not viable on a larger 
scale is often viable on a smaller scale,’’ he said. LEDU 
hopes to make a more substantial effort in the future, he 
added, promoting an additional 7,000 jobs over the next 
two years. 


“We still have problems, but I’m a little more 
optimistic than I was 12 months ago,’’ he said. 
‘Northern Ireland’s people have shown an enormous 
amount of ‘stickability’ despite the troubles. Business is 
going on despite the political paralysis.”’ 


The political polarization between Ulster’s Catholic... ie 


and Protestant communities ‘‘is aggravated by the fact 
that socio-economic recession, unemployment and- 
familial stress have affected the Nationalist areas of 
Belfast even more acutely than they have other areas of 
the citizenry,’ said Bishop Cathal Daly, whose diocese 
includes Northern Ireland’s capital city. 


‘SIN SOME sectors of West Belfast unemployment 
reaches almost 50 percent of the population, and it is easy 
to imagine the frustration and despair which arises from 
this. Their anger does much to explain the voting pattern 
which arises from the recent election,’’ he said, a 
reference to the five seats won by the Sinn Fein, the 
political arm of the Provisional Irish Republican Army. 


“‘Nevertheless, the fact that the majority of the people 
in these Nationalist areas have retained their faith, ' their 
Christian living, their basic human goodness and 
kindness in spite of all this is quite remarkable,’’ said the 
Bishop. 

‘‘Therefore it is all the more to be deplored that the 
media all too often give to these areas the stigma of being 
violence-prone, crime-ridden and havens of all kinds of 
subversion,’ he told Southern Cross. 


Bernadette: ‘We’re not terrorists’ 


BURLINGTON, Vt. (NC) — Bernadette Devlin 
McAliskey, one of the early leaders of the Catholic civil 
rights movement in Northern Ireland, said she will not 
condemn ‘‘those who fight oppression by whatever 
means.”’ 


_ Her people seek equality, justice, human rights and an 
end to prejudice and hatred, she said, yet “‘they call our 
people terrorists.’’ 


DURING A speaking tour of the United States, Mrs. 
McAliskey, who survived an assassination attempt last 
year, asked sarcastically whether her people took money 
from the poor to prepare for nuclear war or “‘threaten the 
entire world’’ with nuclear weapons. 


Reviewing 800 years of Irish history, Mrs. McAliskey 
said there will be no end to the violence stemming from 
oppression until oppression itself ends. . 


She said that religious sectarianism in Northern Ireland 
is ‘planned and fostered’’ by the British for their own 
political and economic interests. 


IN 1968 Mrs. McAliskey became involved in the 


Catholic movement for civil rights in Northern Ireland. 
The movement asserted the right for all persons over 21 to 
have an equal vote at every level, the right to equal 
employment opportunities and the right to decent 
housing, regardless of religion or political views, she said. 


Some members of the Protestant majority which favors 
keeping Northern Ireland part of the United Kingdom 
sought to suppress the civil rights movement, she 
charged.

The British army went to Northern Ireland in 1969 
because ‘‘we were fighting back,’’ said Mrs. McAliskey, 
who was the youngest member elected to the British 
Parliament that year. 


MORE CIVIL rights were lost then, she said, and 
imprisonment without trial became common. The 
majority of those held in Northern Ireland’s prisons were 
convicted solely on the basis of signed confessions and the 
British were charged with torture, said Mrs. McAliskey, 
who was a member of Parliament until 1974. 


Later she was one of the founders of the Irish 
Republican Socialist Party. 
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The dilemma of integrated vs. segregrated schools

BELFAST, N. Ireland — Segregated education is the 
choice of both the majority Protestant and minority 
Catholic communities here. 


There are are those who say that combined schooling 
for the children of Northern Ireland’s two religious 
communities would, in the long run, help to overcome the 
deep divisions between them. But in fact any attempt to 
integrate the schools would ‘‘be resisted by both 
communities,’ said an official in the government’s 
education office, acknowledging the obvious. 


EDUCATION IN Northern Ireland is ‘‘segregated by 
parental choice,’’ he said, into either ‘‘controlled’’ or 
‘“‘maintained’’ schools. The former, receiving 100 percent 
state support, are open to all, but in fact receive almost all 
of their students from Protestant neighborhoods. 


Children from Catholic neighborhoods invariably go to 
the latter, which receive 85 percent of their funding from 


-the government. Parish-owned for the most part, the 


maintained schools are virtually identical to their 
controlled counterparts, with essentially the same 
curricula and with teachers meeting the same standards. 
Only the religious instruction and cultural milieu are 
different. : 

Officials who inspect the controlled and maintained 
schools point to ‘‘standards that are equally high’’ and say 
that pupils’ performance is at the very least ‘no worse 
than in the rest of the United Kingdom, and in some 
areas significantly better.”’ 


‘SWE HAVE one education system with two sets of 
schools,’’ said an official at the education department’s 
headquarters in Bangor. ‘‘We are an integral part of the 
U.K. system as far as standards go. But we are not an 
isolationist system, and we have strong contacts with our 
colleagues in Dublin.”’ 


All higher education in Northern Ireland is both 
integrated and funded entirely by the state. The only 
point of contention at present between the Catholic 
bishops and the government is over the question of 
maintaining separate teacher training colleges for the 
controlled schools, which the bishops contend is essential 
if the future of Catholic education in Northern Ireland is 


_ to be assured. ihe tat Tab 


The bishops have strongly criticized the government’s 
announced intention to ‘‘amalgamate’’ the two Catholic 
teacher training colleges — St. Joseph for men, St. Mary 
for women, and both validated by Belfast’s Queens 
University — into a single unit which, say officials here, 
would still maintain the strong Catholic identity in its 
setting and purpose. 


‘THE NUMBER of Catholic teacher training slots 
would not be reduced. In fact it would go up slightly,”’ 
said Nicholas Scott, MP, minister of education for 
Northern Ireland, who seems to be caught in a Catholic- 
Protestant crossfire. The amalgamation, he said, would 
only combine both facilities under one roof, and effect 
economies. which at the moment result in a financial 
imbalance in favor of the Catholic colleges, something he 
has had a hard time trying to justify to the Protestant 
community. 

At present, he noted, about one-third of the Catholic 
teachers in the maintained schools received their degrees 
either at Queen’s University or the New Ulster 
University, both public institutions, ‘‘and they have been 
perfectly acceptable to the bishops.’’ The bishops, 
however, have remained unconvinced. 


The subject of integrated schooling continues, against 
this background, to be debated. ‘‘Some feel it would 
reduce polarization, others feel it would do nothing 
significant. We provide a system the parents ask for,”’ 
said one education official here. ‘‘But contrary to what 
people imagine, there is a degree of mixing, but it’s still a 
minority.” 


HOW MUCH mixing actually takes place is a matter 
of opinion. One thing is certain, however: the rigid, 
sectarian patterns of housing alone dictate that 
‘‘neighborhood’’ schools will follow the same patterns. 
And crossover from one neighborhood to another, given 
the present state of affairs, is a rarity. 


In all, at least 99 percent of Northern Ireland’s children 
attend segregated primary schools. ‘‘It’s fair to say that 
parents in both communities trust their schools to do what 
they want,” said one education official. 


“The schools have been open and normal during the 
past 13 years. They have not become embroiled in our 
political troubles, and have shown great stability, 
reflecting a stability in the bulk of the citizenry, I'would 
imagine,’’ he added. te

BUT NEITHER does segregation mean rigid 
separation, said one educator. Contacts between teachers 
on a professional level, such as in-service training, does 
reach down to their students in some joint activities. 
‘*There’s not the chasm you would imagine. In the true 
life of Ulster, many people have contacts across the 
community.”’ 


The most successful example of cross-community 
cooperation has been the establishment of Lagan College, 
a private, integrated primary school now in its second 
academic year. 


While not faulting the quality of either the controlled or 
maintained schools, some parents, both Catholic and 
Protestant, ‘‘did not want their children to miss the 
opportunity for shared schooling as a way to reducing 
tension,’’ said Mrs. Sheila Greenfield, Lagan’s principal. 


ITS STUDENT-body almost evenly divided between 
Northern Ireland’s two religious. communities, the 
students even take two of their three weekly religious 
instruction classes together, with both a Catholic and 
Protestant teacher present. They separate for the other 
lesson, where the Catholic children receive ‘‘specific 
Catholic instruction.”’ 


While Northern Ireland’s Protestants — Church of 
Ireland (Anglican), Presbyterians and Methodists — 
would generally be more open to integrated education, 
said Mrs. Greenfield, Roman Catholics “‘encourage 
special schools for their own faith.’’ The Catholic bishops 
‘“thave not been openly hostile,’’ she said, .and Cardinal 
Tomas O’Fiach, archbishop of Armagh and the primate 
of all-Ireland, has ‘‘cautiously welcomed Lagan College 
as an experiment,’’ she added. 


Educators like Mrs. Greenfield and her staff, evenly 
divided between Roman Catholics and Protestants, see 
Northern Ireland’s future hope in its younger generation. 
‘*My aim for our pupils when they leave this school is that 
they will be stronger in their own faith and be more 
tolerant of others being able to believe what they want,”’ 
she said. 


‘°THE CLAIM we would make for this college is that 
it is the first deliberately planned, integrated school in 
Northern Ireland in 100 years. It has the confidence of the 
staff, the students and their parents, and that’s the 
uniqueness of the school.’’ 


Integrated schooling, says Mrs. Greenfield, has 
benefited both the students and their families. ‘“There’s 
no flaunting, there’s no hiding of differences. There are a 
lot of friendships across the religious divides, and they are 
carried out beyond the school’s gates...we are trying to 


‘ get a ‘double dimension’ across in all our classes and even 


our sports...we’re even going to teach Irish, which is 
exclusive to the Catholic schools. It is optional here, but a 
number of Protestant children have chosen to study it.” 


Both Catholic and Protestant parents have met and 
mixed at school functions, noted Mrs. Greenfield, but 
their very decision to send their children to Lagan ‘‘seems 
to be a vote for sharing and reconciliation,’’ she added. 


‘““WE HAVE BEEN accepted by both Protestant and 
Catholic school administrators. Inter-school cooperation 
is very important to us,’’ she said, looking forward to the 
day when Lagan College will qualify for government 
support (it will need about 300 students compared to its 
present level of about 90). ‘‘We want to get into the 
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College, the only school in Northern Ireland where 
children of both faiths attend classes together. 


system and be a third alternative.”’ 


But for the most part, said Mrs. Greenfield, Northern 
Ireland’s ‘‘housing, schooling and work are so segregated 
and structured, the opportunity for mixing just doesn’t 
occur.”’ 


Very much conscious of this, and especially of its 
impact on Ulster’s young people, the government 
sponsors an extensive network of Youth Clubs throughout 
the province. They serve youth of all ages, but especially 
those past 16, who have legally left school, and without 
employment. 


THE NORTHERN Ireland Association of Youth 
Clubs, a private organization which receives some 
government funding, offers a number of programs to 
more than 30,000 young people through its 250 units 
throughout Ulster. Its social, recreation and other 
programs focus on the unemployed, the youthful 
offender, and are conducted mostly in neighborhood 
churches or community halls. 


Because of segregated housing patterns, mixing 
between Catholic and Protestant youth is not widespread, — 
but in a residential program at its Hampton House 
training center outside Belfast, a number of young people 
have spent a week living in a mixed community for the 
first time. 


‘It’s not often they meet each other; they tend to stick 
together,’’ said George Johnson, NIAYC’s director, of 
the program, which brings ghetto youngsters from both 
religious communities together; the program even 
includes young offenders and police cadets of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, who in both the structured and 
unstructured phases of the week-long residential 
program, share in the experience of meeting the ‘‘other 
side.”’ 


‘SWE TRY TO bring together as wide a cross-section 
of backgrounds and abilities as possible. We don’t wave 
the flag of reconciliation — that only emphasizes the 
differences — and the first 24 hours together can be very 
threatening and difficult for some. But then the labels 
begin to.disappear and they see the other person as an 
individual.”’ 

The initial experience is a positive one, said Mr. 
Johnson. ‘‘There is so much goodness in people if you can 
get to it and bring it to the surface.’’ Do the young people 
bring their experience back home? ‘‘Whether they are 
eventually worn down by the community is something to 
be looked at,’’ he lamented. 


But however much is done to bring the young people of 
Northern Ireland’s two religious communities together, 
Ulster’s past history and present problems pose grave 
difficulties now and for the future, said Mr. Johnson. 


‘“WE’VE GOT TO make a start somewhere. The 
government is pouring money into training programs, 
but there is no guarantee of a job afterward. The 
government has restrictions on its options in a capitalist 
society where all industry is geared to profit rather than 
the needs of people — that’s not a judgment, just a fact,’’ 
he said. 


Despite a few tentative efforts to bring Northern 
Ireland’s young people together, the majority have no 
experience of the other community, and therein is 
Ulster’s great dilemma. Said Father Sean Rogan, pastor 
of St. Luke’s parish, Twinbrook, of mixed schooling: ‘‘In 
the places where it is possible, it is not needed. And in the 
places where it is necessary, it is absolutely impossible.’’

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Pope’s Jesuit ‘intervention’ — 


‘some pain, a moment of grace’ 


CINCINNATI (NC) — When Pope 
John Paul II named two temporary 
leaders to head the Society of Jesus it 
caused some pain among the 26,000 
Jesuits, but it has been also ‘‘a moment of 
grace,’ said Father Giuseppe Pittau. 


Father Pittau was one of the two Jesuits 
named by the pope. Since October 1981 
Father Pittau, a 54-year-old Italian, has 
been assistant to Father Paolo Dezza, the 
papal delegate to the Society of Jesus, who 
was appointed after Father Pedro Arrupe, 
the Jesuit superior general, suffered a 
stroke. 


SOME JESUITS subsequently 
criticized the papal appointments as 
showing a lack of faith in the Jesuits as 
they superseded the normal Jesuit chain- 
of-command. 


‘‘The intervention of the holy father 
caused some pain and bewilderment in 
some people,’’ Father Pittau said. ‘‘But it 
has been a moment of grace for the 
society. It has helped us reflect on the 
meaning of our vocation.”’ 


Father Pittau said the mood of the 
Jesuits was ‘‘peaceful’’ and morale was 
‘‘very high.’’ The polarization of a few 
years ago has almost disappeared, he 
said. ‘‘Differences of opinion remain,” 
but are overridden by a ‘“‘sense of 
dialogue and respect,’’ he added. 


THAT SENSE of respect between the 
forces of tradition and change within the 
Society of Jesus is essential, Father Pittau 
said. Paraphrasing the message Pope 
John Paul delivered at his meeting with 
the Jesuits last winter, he said, ““The 
future has to be based on our traditions 
but with creativity, adaptation, 
renewal.”’ ; 


Regarding criticisms that some Jesuits 
are operating as guerrillas in Latin 
America, Father Pittau said there is no 
such problem. On a recent visit to 
Guatemala, Nicaragua and El Salvador, 
he said, he had ‘‘never seen Jesuits so 
much involved in direct pastoral work as 
there.”’

Dr. Koop warns on video games 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Dr. C. 
Everett Koop, surgeon general of the 
United States, warned that video games 
may turn children into video violence 
addicts. 


‘‘More and more people are beginning 
to understand the adverse mental and 
physical effects of video games on 
preteen-age and teen-age children,’’ said 
Koop, a pro-life activist and pediatric 
surgeon before becoming America’s top 
doctor. 


‘“*THEY ARE into it body and soul,”’ 
he said in a speech delivered at the 
University of Pittsburgh’s Western 
Psychiatric Institute and Clinic. ‘“Their 
body language is tremendous and 
everything is zap the enemy. There’s 
nothing constructive in the games.”’ 


‘‘There are educational video games,”’ 
the surgeon general acknowledged. ‘But 
the kind the kids like and the kind they 
are addicted to are Martians coming in 
that have to be killed; the enemy is 
coming here, you have to zap them,’* he 
said. 


What he called ‘‘aberrations of 
childhood behavior’’ are now coming to 
the attention of doctors, he said. 
Problems include ‘‘tensions, sleeplessness 
in kids and dreams that have to do with 
the things they have been doing all day,”’ 
Koop added. 


ALTHOUGH HE had no scientific 
evidence on the effects of video games on 
children, he said, such reports are likely 
to be forthcoming soon. Discussions of 
the problem are already occurring at 
physicians’ meetings, he said. 


Some children may be prompted by 
video games and television to engage in 
real violence copied from the games and 
TV, he said. ‘‘They sort of sit back 
because they are used to seeing this on a 
screen,’’ he said. ‘‘What they saw last 
night on television is being re-enacted. In 
fact, it’s a little bit more fun because it’s 
real and you’re right there.’’ 


Video game manufacturers disagreed 
with Koop’s assessment.

Seminary ‘figures’ rather stable 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
number of American theology students 
for the priesthood has risen above 4,000 
again in the 1982-83 academic year after 
dropping below that figure last year for 
the first time in decades, the Center for 
Applied Research in the Apostolate said. 


The current total of candidates for the 
priesthood in the 54 Catholic theological 
schools with programs for the priesthood 
is 4,109, said CARA, a Washington- 
based research agency. Of this number, 
2,742 are diocesan seminarians and 1,297 
are Religious. 


THE TOTAL represents an increase 
of 201 over the 1981-82 total of 3,908 ora 
rise of five percent. Diocesan seminarians 
increased from 2,721 to 2,742 and 
Religious order seminarians increased 
from 1,148 to 1,297. 


Part of the 1982-83 increase is due to 
including for the first time students in 
seminary theologates who are officially on 
a leave of absence. This new category 
accounted for 60 seminarians (42 
diocesan and 18 Religious). Even if the 60 
seminarians now on leave were subtracted 
from the 1982-83 total, however, the 
resulting 4,049 would still represent an 
increase of 141, or 3.6 percent over the 
1982-82 enrollment.

Enrollment in seminary colleges 
continued to decline. The 1982-83 
enrollment of candidates for the 
priesthood in college seminaries dropped 
by 81 students, or two percent, to 3,499 
from 3,580 in 1981-82. The total 
enrollment of diocesan seminarians 
remained the same, 2,321, while 
Religious order seminarians declined 
from 1,169 to 1,085. 


HIGH SCHOOL seminaries also 
registered a decline, while novitiates of 
Religious orders reported a_ slight 
increase.Describing the statistics as 
presenting ‘‘a rather stable picture,’’ 
CARA noted that the total number of 
seminary students increased in the past 
year from 12,224 to 12,289.

The slight increase is in contrast to the 
trend over the past 16 years. Last 
December, in releasing its annual 
statistics on seminary enrollment, CARA 
pointed out that, since 1966-67, 
enrollment in seminary theologates had 
dropped by 54 percent, enrollment in 
college seminaries by 74 percent and

C. Newman, who is assigned to the small, 90-family 
parish. ‘‘He lived by the Gospel story of ‘Whatever you 
do for the least of my people, that you do for me.’ ”’ 


‘(PEOPLE HERE are just stunned. The parish is 
absolutely bereft,’’ said Mrs. Beryl Newman. ‘‘He was so 
much loved by so many people, his death was a personal 
loss, like someone in the family. 


Many people here, added Mrs. Newman, were very 
concerned about Father Carrier’s habit of extending help 
to strangers, often at personal risk. ‘‘He could have 
picked up someone who wanted to go to Yuma and taken 
him there. That’s Ben. He’d drive people somewhere at 
the drop of a hat. It was his final crucifixion. He’s been 
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Carrier victim of Yuma murderer

The reaction of many parishioners to Father Carrier’s 
death was a need to gather and pray. Said one: ‘‘It’s a 
positive reaction to what is a very evil thing.”’ 


FATHER CARRIER was a native of Maine, and is 
survived by 12 brothers and sisters and his mother, 
Bernadette, who has been spending the winters in 
Southern California with him. He was a priest for 23 
years, and was ordained for the diocese March 19, 1959 
after graduation from the old Immaculate Heart 
Seminary in El Cajon. 


“‘T remember how enthusiastically he lived his life. He 
was always exciting to be around,”’ remembered Father 


Raymond C. Kirk, pastor of Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart Church and a seminary classmate of Father 
Carrier. ‘‘He could take the most ordinary events and 
turn them into the most extraordinary of things.”’ 


“He never used labels with people, and he could touch 
the most extraordinary of people. We’d always play the 
prudent role, but as often as he was warned, he’d reply, 
‘What do I have to be afraid of?’ It sounded so reasonable 


coming from him,”’ said Father Kirk, who led a Friday 


evening rosary service for Father Carrier at Our Lady of 
Light. 


FATHER CARRIER taught at Marian High School, 
was chaplain at the University of San Diego, and served 
parishes in Holtville, Calexico and Santee before his 
appointment to Our Lady of Light. 


Police in Yuma were looking for a white male in his late 
20s or early 30s who was last seen in Father Carrier’s 
company; he was believed to be driving the priest’s 
pickup truck, a 1981 Toyota with a white camper shell. 


A Yuma Police Department spokesman apologized for 
newspaper and television reports that said Father Carrier 
was nude at the time his body was discovered. Police on 
the scene had removed Father Carrier’s clothes for 
evidence, and when the body arrived at the Yuma 
medical examiner’s office, it was undressed, creating the 
impression that it was in fact found that way. 


FATHER CARRIER was apparently smothered by his 
assailant after being bound and forced face-down on his 
bed; the priest, who weighed less than 100 pounds, had 
only 25 percent of normal lung capacity because of 
previous surgery. 


A memorial service was held Monday in Founder’s

Private school -aid opponents 
immediately seized on the results as 
another signal that the American public 
does not want its tax money used to 
benefit students in private schools.

BUT SUPPORTERS of aid to non- 
public education say their defeats can be 
attributed to several factors, including a 
public school bureaucracy that has private 
school administrators outnumbered in the 
effort to influence public opinion. 


Father Peter V.‘Conley, coordinator of 
the communications office for the 
Archdiocese of Boston, said the defeat of 
the amendment in Massachusetts was due 
partly to what he said was a deliberately 
low key campaign by the Church in 


support of the measure. As a result

supporters of the amendment were 
overwhelmed by a highly organized 
opposition. ‘‘We didn’t even have 
bumper stickers,’ Father Conley said. 


The Boston priest maintained that the 
intent of the proposed amendment was 
merely to put Massachusetts on a par with 
the rest of the country so that services 
available to non-public school students in 
other states would be available in 
Massachusetts as well. Opponents, 
though, foresaw a setback for the public 
school system and characterized the 
amendment as an effort, according to 
Father Conley, to ‘“‘dip into the thin 
coffers of government.”’ 


IN CALIFORNIA, meanwhile, the 
proposition on textbook loans was only 
one of a number of statewide elections 
and referendums competing for voter 
attention, leading to the assessment by 
supporters of the proposition that many 
voters may not have studied the proposed 
amendment before entering the voting 
booth. According to a report by Solem 
and Associates, a San Francisco political 
consulting firm which handled the 
campaign supporting the amendment, the 
proposition lost because there was not 
enough time or money before the Nov. 2 
elections to educate voters in a state as

about 20 seats, although that figure will 
remain uncertain since abortion was not 
an issue in the campaigns of several soon- 
to-be freshmen representatives. A 20-seat 
shift is not expected to have much of an 
impact on the annual battles over federal 
funding of abortion, since in a number of 
recent roll calls, opponents of abortion 
funding have won by comfortable 80- to 
100-vote margins. 


THE NEW Senate, on the other hand, 
may be even more anti-abortion than the 
current one, although again only 
marginally so. As an example, San Diego 
Mayor Pete Wilson, elected to the seat 
now occupied by retiring Sen. S.I. 
Hayakawa (R-Calif.), says he won’t 
support a constitutional amendment on 
abortion but also said he is an opponent 
on abortion funding, a position which 
pro-lifers say makes him somewhat better 
on abortion than Hayakawa. 


Pro-lifers also claimed victory in 
Nevada, where Republican Chic Hecht 
defeated four-term Democratic Sen. 
Howard W. Cannon. But abortion rights 
groups responded that Cannon never 
supported their cause very strongly 
either. 


The more important question, though, 
centers on the long-range implications of 
the election and the role abortion may or 
may not have played in it. 


THE NATIONAL Abortion Rights 
Action League (NARAL), at a post- 
election news conference, said its analysis 
of the election showed that having a pro- 
abortion voting record no longer hurts a 
candidate and in some cases can even 
help. 

Incumbent senators targeted for defeat 
by anti-abortion groups, such as Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan (D-N.Y.), Quentin N. 
Burdick (D-N.D.), Robert Byrd 
(D-W.Va.) and Jim Sasser (D-Tenn.), 
rolled up impressive victory margins 
apparently unaffected by their abortion 
votes, NARAL noted. 

NARAL also pointed to Missouri, 
where State Senator Harriett Woods, 
virtually unknown a year ago, almost 
pulled off a major upset in her race 


‘against one-term Republican John C. 


Danforth. ‘‘I didn’t win,’’ said Mrs. 
Woods at the news conference, ‘‘but I’ve 
become convinced that my position (in 
favor of abortion rights) did help me in 
my campaign.”’ 

BUT DOUGLAS Johnson, legislative 
director for the National Right to Life 
Committee, countered that Mrs. Woods 


was hurt by her outspokenness on 
abortion and that the Missouri vote 
showed again that in close contests pro- 
life groups can help swing an election. 


Johnson said one of the most important 
aspects of the abortion vote is the number 
of people on either side who are willing to 
switch traditional party allegiance when 
there is a clear difference shown on 
abortion. 


‘*A substantial number of traditional 
urban Democratic voters were willing to 
vote for Danforth because of the abortion 
question,’’ said Johnson, noting that 
many voters who said they supported 
Mrs. Woods because of her views on 
abortion probably would have voted for 
her anyway. 


BECAUSE OF that, he said, pro-life 
voters were able to help save the seats of 
both Danforth and Sen. -David 
Durenberger (R-Minn.), another anti- 
abortion incumbent who was in a close 
election battle. 


Abortion rights groups like NARAL, 
however, maintain that their 
organizational efforts in the past two 
years have helped negate the power of the 
anti-abortion groups. Pro-abortion 
political action committees, according to 
NARAL executive djrector Nanette 
Falkenberg, are able to provide such 
campaign necessities as money, 
volunteers and telephone banks to help 
get out the vote for a pro- abortion 
candidate. ; 


They also argue that this year’s election 
may have a psychological effect by 


‘convincing fence-sitters in Congress that 


they can vote against pro-life groups and 
survive the next election: 


BUT THIS election year’s overriding 
focus on the economy and unemployment- 
makes it extremely difficult to judge 
whether the setbacks suffered by the pro- 
life movement were merely temporary or 
a sign that the two sides are’ now 
cancelling each other out. 


Asked at NARAL’s news conference 
whether the outcome would have been 
different if the economy had been good 
and voters had been able to concentrate 
on social issues like abortion, Ms. 
Falkenberg contended that the results on 
abortion would have been the same. 


But she also remarked that a key test of 


the abortion issue will come in the 1984 
elections. Among other things, that will 
be the year when senators first voted into 
office in 1978 in part on the strength of 
their opposition to abortion will be up, for 
re-election. 
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large as California about the question. 


But to Ursuline Sister Renee Oliver, 
associate director of Citizens for 
Educational Freedom, which supports aid 
to non-public school students, the basic 
problem is the size of what she called the 
education bureaucracy plus the fact that 
private school students are outnumbered 
by public school students by about eight 
to one.

Opponents of the private school aid 
amendments in Massachusetts and 
California admitted that constitutions in 
those two states were stricter than the 
U.S. Constitution.

He wrote it, 
produced it and stars in it, leaving the 
direction to Richard Loncraine. 


As the Rev. Charles Fortescue, a 
Church of England minister who has 
labored heroically in the vineyard of the 
Lord in Africa for many years, Palin 
returns to Edwardian England feeling, so 
it seems, quite satisfied with himself. On 
a channel.steamer on the last leg of the 
trip he runs into rich Lady Ames (Maggie 
Smith), who evinces a keen interest in 
some phallic symbols he’s carrying — 
parting gifts of his flock. This interest 
turns out to be a harbinger of events to 
come. 


MR. FORTESCUE’S entirely 
honorable intention is to marry Deborah 
(Phoebe Nichols), a vicar’s daughter with 
a passion for filing things, and his entirely 
modest ambition is to take up residence in 
a comfortable manse in some quiet rural 
parish. Alas, the bishop of London 
(Denholm Elliot), the embodiment of 
muscular Christianity, has something a 
little different in mind for the unfortunate 
Mr. Fortescue: opening up a home for 
fallen women in the slums of London. 


Lady Ames, exacting a predictable 
price, agrees to be his patron. The project 
becomes wildly successful thanks to the 
dedicated Mr. Fortescue’s willingness to 
provide each prostitute with the kind of 
consolation and individual attention not 
normally dispensed in welfare 
institutions. : 


The main problem with The 
Missionary is that Palin doesn’t seem to 
have been able to make up his mind what 
kind of movie he wanted to make.

scenes with the bishop and the prostitutes. 
And then there is a highly unsatisfactory 
romantic melodrama in which the film 
turns serious, and true love blossoms 
between Mr. Fortescue and Lady Ames, 
who, gallantry aside, seems old enough to 
be the missionary’s mother. 


Oddly enough, there is but a single 
Monte Python touch — the minister 
rowing across a lake while men in floppy 
white tee shirts and shorts run along the 
far shore to the Chariots of Fire theme — 
and this is totally out of sync since it 
occurs in the movie’s final, earnest phase. 


The movie looks gorgeous, with lovely 
photography and a marvelous re-creation 
of period mood, but this doesn’t help at 
all to make it any funnier. There are some 
bright moments, most of them 
contributed by Miss Nichols, Denholm 
Elliot as the sports-minded bishop, and 
Horden as the wandering butler. 


UNFORTUNATELY, also, there is a 
rather snide quality to the movie’s 
religious and social criticism side. And 
there is one incredibly crude exchange 
between Mr. Fortescue and a tough 
prostitute, which, presumably, Palin 
intends as irrefutable testimony to the 
hypocrisy of any religious person engaged 
in social work. 


Another indication of the movie’s 
biased view occurs in a behind-credits 
opening sequence in which Mr. Fortescue 
quizzes some black children on the date of 
Magna Carta and the quality of life in the 
Middle Ages. This was greeted with hoots 
of laughter from the critics with whom I 
saw the film at a pre-release screening. 
How absurd that an education of that sort 
would be of any use to Africans. And yet 
think of all the African leaders of today 
who are quite happy about having gone to 
missionary schools. (Could it be that 
some of our hot young critics are not only 
anti-religious, but anti-intellectual and 
racist as well?) 


The Missionary is an at times mildly 
amusing but rather muddled movie. 
Because of its use of obscene language in a 
key sequence and because of its eagerness 
to treat virtue of any sort as a joke — a 
dirty joke — it has been classified O, 
morally offensive, by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference.

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TV: No Nazi stereotypes

Nazi jackboots rattle the TV screen 
once again in Blood and Honor, a two- 
part, five-hour drama about German 
youth under Hitler, airing in late 
November and early December on a 
national lineup of stations, including Los 
Angeles’ KTLA, Channel 5, seen locally 
in San Diego. 


This story follows the fortunes of three 
German families from 1933 when Hitler 


came to power to the outbreak of war in 


1939. During that period the National 
Socialists fashioned a totalitarian regime 
that incorporated its criminal ideology 
into every aspect of German life, 
including the home. 


THE NAZIS tried, but were not 
entirely successful, in using the schools to 
indoctrinate the young with their new 
religion of racial superiority. The model 
for this purpose was the Hitler Youth 
Movement which directed its efforts at 
shaping a new generation of true believers 
in ‘‘Der Fuehrer.”’ 


The drama focuses on what happens to 
the anti-Nazi Keller family during those 
six years as the Nazis consolidated their 
power. Like many other Germans in 
1933, Herr Keller is among the 
unemployed and his 10-year-old son, 
Hartmut, is easily impressed by the 
relative affluence of one of his 
schoolmates whose father is the local Nazi 
Party leader. 


Disobeying his father, Hartmut joins 
the Hitler Youth and becomes one of its 
most ambitious members. The father, 
after being jailed for his activities on 
behalf of the Social Democratic Party, is 
afraid to continue openly opposing the 
regime or even its influence on his little 
boy. Keeping his liberal ideas to himself, 
Keller finds a job in the National Work

This anthology film of five crude, 
unimaginative horror stories written by 
Stephen King and directed by George 
Romero may not be the most loathsome 
and sickening movie ever made — 
Romero’s X-rated Dawn of the Dead is 
worse — but it will do nicely, thank you. 

It features such touches as a rotting 
corpse twisting a woman’s head totally 
around, millions of cockroaches 
swarming out of a dead man’s mouth, a 
man in agony after being covered with a 
green growth blowing off his head with a 
shotgun, and a monster clawing away half 
of a man’s head. All this is supposed to be 
a bit funny, by the way, as well as 


horrifying. 


PITY THE poor actors trapped in 
such garbage —_ Hal Holbrook, Fritz 
Weaver and E.G. Marshall, for example. 
Because of its graphic gore and violence, 
it has been classified by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference as O, morally offensive. The 
Motion Picture Association of America 
rating is R, restricted. 


Service, similar to our own WPA during 
those same Depression years except that 
the German program was run by the Nazi 
Party. 


THIS IS perhaps the most interesting 
aspect of an oft-told story because it deals 


‘quite convincingly with the essential but 


complex question of how the German 
people could have ever tolerated such a 
brutalizing dictatorship. In order to get 
work and support his family, Keller 
pretended to go along with the Nazis. The 
real pretense, however, was thinking that 
by closing his eyes to Nazi “‘excesses,’’ 
he was blameless for them. 


While the Kellers collaborate 
reluctantly and the opportunistic Nazi 
family prospers, their sons are being 
groomed to be the hard core of the future 
Master Race. This could have been very 
heavy-handed and obvious but it is done 
with some restraint by using the Keller’s 
daughter to tell the story from the 
perspective of today. The third family are 
Jews who finally realize that the Nazis are 
not a temporary phenomenon and 
manage to get their boy out of the country 
before the war and the gas chambers. 


One reason why this Daniel Wilson 
production succeeds better than most in 
trying to comprehend the enormity of the 
Third Reich is that it was made by a 


-German crew and cast (except for the 


American actor playing Hartmut) in both 
German and English-language versions. 
Because most of the actors were bilingual, 
there was little need for dubbing dialogue 
— often a dramatically clumsy device — 
and yet there are occasions here where 
words get lost in thick accents. 


AFTER SO many American 
stereotyped Nazi epics, this is a notable 
effort to get beneath the surface of 
Hitler’s Germany. Wilson, who has won 
many TV awards over the years for his 
fine children’s productions, has added to 
his reputation for high quality 
achievement. 


Parents should be aware that there is a 
sequence showing the hypocritical 
attitude of the Nazis regarding sex, but it 
is done with some intelligence and 
purpose.

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Abp.: ‘Teach sound doctrine’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
greatest challenge facing American 
religious educators, according to 
Archbishop Pio Laghi, is to devise 
programs that ‘‘are doctrinally sound and 
complete and yet have a tone, language 
and method capable of touching the 
heart.”’

Archbishop Laghi, apostolic delegate in 
the United States, delivered the keynote 
address at the Symposium on Catechetics 
sponsored by the National Catholic 
Educational Association in Washington 
earlier this month. 

The three-day symposium brought 
together bishops, diocesan educational 
and catechetical officials, publishers and 
writers of catechetical materials for a 
presentation on.the findings of an NCEA- 
_ produced inventory of religion programs. 


The archbishop said that in studying 
the findings of the NCEA profiles ‘‘there 


is reason for satisfaction that in many 
central areas of Catholic teaching our 
students appear to be learning essential 


_doctrines about the Trinity and the. 


Incarnation. 
‘“‘THERE IS, however, reason for 
concern that their knowledge and 


attitudes in the areas of ecclesiology and 
morality are inadequate. Their response 
to issues of morality thrt affect married 
life and chastity are especially an area for 
your attention and for concern.’’ 


‘“‘We know that the secular 
atmosphere, the negative impact of the 
media and peer pressure can influence the 
moral judgements of our students,’’ the 
archbishop continued. ‘‘We, however, 
must redouble our efforts to see that they 
have the opportunity to be fully and 
thoroughly exposed to the importance, 
the beauty and the relevance of the 
church’s moral teaching.’’ 


He emphasized the need for systematic 
and complete instruction; the importance 
of what he termed ‘‘evangelizing 
methodology’’ capable of reaching the 
heart and the need for awareness and 
sensitivity to persons’ stages of human 
and faith development. 

THE ARCHBISHOP said that ‘‘to 
deprive a young person of a 
comprehensive and _ intellectually 
stimulating and challenging presentation 
of the word of God and the Church’s 
development of revelation in her doctrinal 
and moral teaching is to deprive him or 
her of a precious inheritance of faith.”’ 

Archbishop Laghi said it is especially 
crucial that students be prepared to live 
their adult life in a world in which many 
currents of opinion will circulate. 


“In such a situation, they must be 
intellectually equipped to fulfill the 
injunction Peter gave to the first 
Christians: ‘Should anyone ask you the 
reason for this hope of yours, be ever 
ready to reply,’ ’’ he said.
